Uber’s Lunch Party 





One mayor's push to regulate Uber and Lyft is paying off... for other mayors. 


By Julia Carrie Wong 


The 250 mayors who indulge in 


the free breakfast or lunch on offer at 
the Hilton Union Square Hotel on Sun- 
day during this year’s U.S. Conference 
of Mayors will have Mayor Paul 
Soglin of Madison, Wis., to 
thank, at least according 
to him. 

The meals will be 
picked up by app-hailed 
ride providers Uber and 
Lyft, sworn enemies who 
have joined forces to spon- 
sor the conference. This un- 
likely alliance is, Soglin claims, in re- 


sponse to his push to get the nation’s 
mayors to follow his lead and endorse 


local regulation of the app-hailed 
taxi alternatives. 

“One of the best things I could 
have done for this organization was 
introduce that resolution because 
of how much money they’ve spent,” 
Soglin said last week by telephone. 
“Uber has basically bought the 
conference.” 

The 70-year-old liberal 
Democrat has spent his eighth 
term as Madison’s mayor waging 
a lonely battle against Uber and 
Lyft, companies he describes as 
“antithetical to equity and fairness. 

In late March, Madison enacted 
a strict law that would ban surge 
pricing and require app-hailed ride 
companies to acquire locally issued 
permits and provide 24-hour service 
— just like regular taxis. That win 


over world-beating Uber lasted only a 


few weeks before Madison’s law was 


Soglin’s second 
try. Last year, a similar 
resolution was withdrawn 

due to what he calls “parlia- 














pre-empted by the state Legislature, 
which passed weaker regulations 

— and banned municipalities from 
enacting their own rules. 


Soglin rejects such state intrusion. 


He’s pushing the USCoM to endorse 
local control, and to “call upon 
Uber, Lyft, and their competi- 
tors, to cease and halt all 
operations in mu- 
nicipalities until 
such time that 
they are prop- 
erly regulated 
and licensed 
pursuant 

to law.”

ed by Uber and Lyft. 

“They don’t give money to politi- 
cians directly,” he said, “but they find 
out what is dear to their hearts and 

write checks.” 

The organizers of 
the conference did not 
respond to requests for 
comment. Both Uber and 
Lyft officials say their 
companies were members 
of the USCoM before 

Soglin introduced his 

resolution, but neither 

would divulge how much 
money they have donated 
to sponsor this year’s event. 
Soglin claims the companies 
have paid in the “high six figures.” 

As of now, Soglin is the lone

Water Watchers 


In atime of drought, there's no 
Homeland Security funding 
handy for the city's water 


Supply. 


As California’s worst-ever 
drought enters its fourth summer, San 
Francisco is in an enviable position. 
The cool gray city’s cool gray climate 
and low per capita water use means 
that strict water restrictions imposed 
on the rest of the state don’t apply 
here. And in Hetch Hetchy Reservoir in 
Yosemite National Park, where the wa- 
ter that supplies 2.5 million Bay Area 
homes and businesses is stored, there’s 
at least a three-year supply of pristine 


Sierra snowmelt (with which San Fran- 
ciscans flush their toilets and clean 
their streets). 

San Francisco has great water 
security, but the city isn’t quite 
satisfied with the security of its 
water. The Police Department re- 
cently applied for a grant from the 
federal Department of Homeland 
Security to buy security cameras 
and upgrade radio communications 
at the O’Shaughnessy Dam, which 
holds back the water in the reservoir. 
And while the city was successful 
in securing money for bulletproof 
vests for firefighters and new license 
plate readers for police, the request 
for $817,000 to bolster safety at the 
main water supply for millions of 
people was denied. 


What gives? The rejection was 
from an organization called the Bay 
Area Urban Areas Security Initiative, 
a collection of city and county offi- 
cials who decide how to divvy up the 
Homeland Security cash. The money 
is ostensibly to fight terrorism, but 
it’s also the cash that helps local po- 
lice departments buy military equip- 
ment like the Iraq War-ready gear 
seen on the streets of Ferguson, Mo., 
last summer. UASI funding has also 
paid for drones. 

UASI did not respond to a request 
for comment by press deadline, but 
local water officials assure SF Weekly 
that Hetch Hetchy is safe. For one, the 
dam and reservoir are hard to get to, 
accessible by a single long road that’s 
already patrolled by the National Park 





Service. And there are already camer- 
as at the dam, though officials won’t 
say where or how many. The grant 
would have paid for more, better cam- 
eras, plus radios that work more reli- 
ably in the massive concrete dam. As 
it is now, first responders deep in the 
dam have a hard time communicating 
with teammates outside. 

In any event, the direst threat to 
the local water supply is from earth- 
quakes. The city’s water crosses six 
fault lines before citizens can take a 
sip, one reason why the SF PUC has 
spent over a decade and $4.8 billion 
on seismic retrofits. Earthquakes ... 
and drought. On that front, until 
there’s a Predator drone that delivers 
water, Homeland Security won't be 
any help. Chris Roberts 
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Mayor Ed Lee. Lee’s office did 

not respond to a request for 
comment, but the mayor has been 
complimentary of “innovative 
rideshare companies.” 

He’s also allowed San Francisco 
to take a hands-off approach 
towards San Francisco-based Uber 
and Lyft, letting the state Public 
Utilities Commission come up with 
Transportation Network Company 
regulations. 

Uber’s dominance in its home- 
town won't stop Soglin from enjoying 
his trip to San Francisco. He’s been 
riding BART for 40 years. And if he 
needs to, he’ll call a cab.

Crowdtunding Thy Daily Bread 





With no help from city, hungry Tenderloin seniors are banking on a crowdfunding campaign to save their meal ticket.

On a warm Friday morning in 
the Tenderloin, about a dozen seniors 
line up outside a locked door on Golden 
Gate Avenue. They ignore the calls of 
“Oxy,” “Klonopin,” and “Cheba” that rico- 
chet from the dealers on Hyde Street. 
They're here to score the free breakfast 
— oatmeal, toast with peanut butter, 
fruit, yogurt, and cereal — that’s served 
daily inside St. Francis Living Room. 
Freewheeling open-air drug sales and 
charity for the city’s needy mark another 
ordinary morning in the neighborhood, 
but soon only the dealers may remain. St. 
Francis has until the end of the month to 
raise $50,000 to stay open through No- 
vember, or it will close permanently. Af- 
ter missing the deadline for a key grant, 
the nearly 30-year-old nonprofit is at- 
tempting to crowdfund the cash. 

The tech boom has not been kind 
to the city’s nonprofits. Shoestring 
budgets, a skeleton crew of volunteers, 
and erratic support from grantmakers 
force organizations to scramble to stay 
afloat. A final blow of rising rent is 
often the death knell for small outfits 
like St. Francis. As Bloomberg reported 
in November, nearly 2,000 nonprofits 
in the city either relocated or shut 
down between 2011 and 2013. 

St. Francis managed to negotiate a 
sweetheart lease with building owner 
Mercy Housing but still struggles to 
meet overhead costs. The San Francisco 
Food Bank supplies most of the food. 

Greg Moore, St. Francis’s program 
director, knows there’s nothing inher- 
ently newsworthy about another non- 
profit facing extinction. “I’m curious 
why you're writing about us,” he says 
when | meet him in the small bullpen 
that serves as the organization’s ad- 
ministrative office. 

The answer has to do with the com- 
munity St. Francis serves: homeless 
and low-income people age 60 and 
older. This is St. Francis’s clientele, a 
vulnerable population that’s growing. 

There are 11,000 seniors in District 
6, which includes the Tenderloin; 
according to Moore, another 1,000 
people became seniors last year alone. 
Moore tells me that the majority of the 
“50 to 80” people who eat here every 
day have come in at least twice a week 
for more than two years. 

The World Health Organization 
reports that 20 percent of San Fran- 
cisco’s population is seniors. Offi- 
cially at least, the city is trying to be 
“age-friendly” — that is, welcoming 
and hospitable to the seniors who can 
still afford to live here. In February 


2014, San Francisco joined the WHO’s 
Global Network of Age-Friendly Cities 
and Communities, which assesses 
quality of life among the city’s seniors 
and develops a three-year action plan 
to improve baseline goals. 

Surveying the well-lit dining room 
at St. Francis, Greg Moore sees a harsh- 
er reality. “Eighty-five percent are be- 
low the federal poverty line, 30 percent 
are homeless, 60 to 70 percent abuse 
alcohol or drugs, 25 percent are veter- 
ans,’ he says, referring to St. Francis’s 
clients. “These people need help.” 

Ironically, the kind of help that St. 
Francis provides means that the orga- 
nization is often neglected by grant- 
makers, who tend to prioritize more 
comprehensive treatment and inter- 
vention programs. St. Francis practices 
what Moore calls “case management 
lite”: free breakfast, plus referrals to 
social service agencies that specialize 
in housing and addiction counseling. 
In the past year, St. Francis has applied 
for grants from Kaiser, Wells Fargo, 
Bank of America, Home Depot, and 
the Henry Mayo Newhall Foundation, 
none of which has been awarded. 

There’s another hurdle to clear, too. 
“Frankly, nobody wants to fund an or- 
ganization that’s financially unstable,” 
Moore says, alluding to the fact that 
St. Francis is currently siphoning its 
reserve budget. 

In 2013, the organization’s volun- 
teer board, many of whom had little ex- 
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perience managing a nonprofit, missed 
the deadline for a critical five-year 
grant. Supervisor Jane Kim secured 

a one-year add-back from city funds 

in fiscal year 2013-2014, but now St. 
Francis is essentially running on fumes. 

Moore is fighting to save the organi- 
zation. After becoming program direc- 
tor in September 2013, he recruited tal- 
ent from Salesforce to join St. Francis’ 
board, and an employee from Google 
will join pending successful crowdfund- 
ing. Earlier this month, he launched an 
Indiegogo campaign to raise $50,000 — 
a stopgap that will keep the doors open 
until November and buy the board time 
to secure long-term funding. 

When I ask what happens if the 
campaign fails, Moore answers bluntly: 
“We close.” And what happens to the 
roomful of seniors eating cereal and 
toast and napping on the leather couch- 
es just beyond the bullpen? “A good 
many will go without,’ Moore says. 

Although other organizations in the 
Tenderloin offer free breakfast, they’re 
not always accessible to seniors. “Curry 
is maxed out for breakfast,” Moore 
says, referring to Curry Senior Center 
on Turk Street, “and Glide is too far 
away.’ In addition, many seniors prefer 
services just for them. They feel uncom- 
fortable mingling with younger clients 
who can sometimes be more aggressive. 

Size also matters. St. Francis seats 
28 people at a time, which helps the 
volunteer staff manage verbal and

physical altercations. Moore notes 
that May was the first month since 
he’s been there that no such incidents 
were reported. 

Since most clients don’t have family 
in San Francisco (or family at all), they 
treat St. Francis as precisely what its 
name suggests: a living room. Leather 
couches are ranked against the street- 
side wall. And clients watch reruns of 
Zorro and Dragnet on the TV at the 
front of the room. The intimacy of the 
space is a far cry from the institutional 
severity of the city’s larger dining halls. 

As of press time, St. Francis’ 
campaign has raised over $12,000 — 
approximately $860 per day. Moore 
is cautiously optimistic about the 
Indiegogo campaign but realizes that 
even successful crowdfunding won't be 
enough to stave off closure. 

The city has left the organization to 
fend for itself. Moore says he invited 
Mayor Ed Lee to visit St. Francis but 
never got a response. And when he 
notified Supervisor Jane Kim of the 
organization’s Indiegogo campaign, 
she replied via email that she had cc’d 
her staff so they could share the link 
on social media. Moore never saw any 
such shares. 

If St. Francis does shutter, morning 
on this stretch of Golden Gate will be 
bleaker, with only the neighborhood 
dealers waiting to meet the day.

Marijuana’s 
1099 Problem 


At about 2:30 p.m. on June 10 
last year, San Francisco police pulled over 
Cathy Smith while she was driving on Bry- 
ant Street in SoMa, just a block away from 
police headquarters at the Hall of Justice. 
It was bad timing. Smith, who at 5-foot-2 
and not quite 60 years old has the bearing 
of a favorite, fun aunt, had just smoked a 
joint in her Honda hatchback, which also 
had expired registration tags. 

After sniffing the odor of burned 
pot, the cop, in his first year on the 
force, asked Smith if she had any more 
cannabis on her. She did. A former 
operator of a SoMa medical marijuana 
dispensary, HopeNet, which was shut 
down under federal Justice Department 
pressure in 2012, Smith was out that 
day doing deliveries to her former pa- 
trons. In various forms — hash, edibles, 
and individually wrapped bags — she 
had about 8 ounces, the legal limit for 
medical marijuana patients in San Fran- 
cisco under SFPD policy. 

That didn’t matter. After police 
found the delivery stash in the Honda’s 
hatch, Smith was handcuffed and put 
under arrest. Along with the marijuana, 
police seized Smith’s cellphones — full 
of text messages from her next custom- 





er, wondering about her ETA — and 
$2,700 in cash. According to the police 
report, not once did police inquire as to 
whether Smith was a legal medical can- 
nabis patient or provider. Neither did 
District Attorney George Gascon, who 
saw fit to charge Smith with three felo- 
nies for possession of marijuana for sale 
(plus one misdemeanor for the expired 
registration tags). 

After seven months of wrangling 
in court, Gascon’s office dropped the 
felonies and settled for Smith entering 
a plea of no contest for driving with an 
expired registration. Police returned 
the phones and the cash, but kept the 
marijuana (which has presumably been 
destroyed). 

Smith’s situation is not unique. 
Medical marijuana has been legal in Cal- 
ifornia for 20 years, and San Francisco 
has licensed and regulated storefront 
dispensaries for 10. And 
while it’s legal for an adult 
to provide cannabis for 
another adult, and take 
money in exchange, there 
is no “permit” for a medical 
marijuana delivery service 
— and no police training to 
see if someone with a bag 
of pot in the trunk has the 
paperwork that separates 
lawful conduct from drug 
dealing. 
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Her ordeal is also a warning that 
workers in a fast-growing sector of 
the cannabis industry should heed. As 
marijuana continues to boom, eager 
tech-savvy entrepreneurs are using de- 
livery models as their entry point into 
this multibillion-dollar market. There 
are now at least four startups that tout 
themselves as either the “Uber of mari- 
juana” or the “Grubhub of cannabis,” all 
of which promise a bag of pot delivered 
to your door in minutes, by a driver dis- 
patched via smartphone. 

But in the same way that Uber does 
not employ professional livery drivers — 
their workers are independent contrac- 
tors — nether do these startups employ 
cannabis delivery drivers. They are quick 
to say that they are “software compa- 
nies” and not cannabis companies. That 
makes them much more attractive to 
venture capital, but it also means that 
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the drivers hailed via Eaze or Meadow, 
the two most prominent “Ubers of mari- 
juana,” assume all of the legal risk for the 
cannabis riding in the trunk. 

These are jobs that pay between $15 
and $20 an hour. In today’s gig econo- 
my, that can sound like good pay fora 
job that doesn’t require a degree — but 
just like other jobs in the gig economy, 
all of the risk involved is squarely left 
with the contractor. And unlike other 
jobs in the gig economy, the risk here is 
immense. It’s not an unlicensed, possi- 
bly underinsured taxi alternative you're 
providing: you are trafficking a Sched- 
ule I controlled substance that even San 
Francisco cops are happy to bust. 

Delivery drivers are possibly in one 
of the riskiest situations of anyone 
in the marijuana economy. Driving 
around San Francisco traffic for eight 
hours a day with a bag or 
suitcase full of cannabis 
“exponentially increases 
your chance for contact 
with law enforcement,” 
said attorney Derek St. 

Pierre, who handled 
Smith’s case. 

“T don’t think most 
marijuana delivery driv- 
ers know what they’re 
getting into,” he said. “Is 
it worth the assumption 
of risk?” 
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In Smith’s case, her brush with law 
enforcement — which, to be fair, could 
have been avoided had she been vigilant 
with her vehicle registration — resulted 
in months of legal fees and the loss 
of several thousand dollars’ worth of 
cannabis. It is unlikely that the average 
person chasing after an $18 an hour job 
can afford over $10,000 in legal liability. 

Despite significant venture funding 
from the likes of Snoop Dogg and its 
own bootstrapping — Eaze founder 
Keith McCarty was an early employee 
of Yammer, which sold to Microsoft 
for $1.2 billion — it does not appear 
that the “Ubers of marijuana” have the 
drivers’ backs. 

McCarty did not respond to emails 
seeking comment. A spokeswoman for 
Meadow, which is now delivering via 
drivers who use the Sidecar app, said 
that any protocol for dealing with police 
— or shelling out for legal fees — rests 
with the dispensary that’s contracted to 
use Meadow’s software. Again: not the 
app’s problem. 

Calling the worker a contractor and 
sticking him with the risk while reaping 
the reward is a tried and true Silicon 
Valley tactic. It has made Uber CEO 
Travis Kalanick a rich man. And true to 
their names, it appears the “Ubers of 
marijuana” are entering the cannabis 
industry — which, from seed to sale is 
a labor-intensive undertaking — while

Mother is the follow-up to the 
former Trannyshack, San Francisco 
drag legend Heklina’s long-running 
drag show, which had been popping up 
around town since 1996. Ultimately, 
Heklina opted to change the name after 
changing social mores around transgen- 
der issues gave “Trannyshack” a slight 
whiff of insensitivity, but a revamp was 
likely in order anyway, as Trannyshack 
was monthly while Mother happens 
every Saturday night. 

That’s because Oasis is Heklina’s 
baby. Along with drag queen-choreog- 
rapher-playwright D‘Arcy Drollinger 
and several other partners, she opened 
Oasis on New Year’s Eve 2014 mere 
hours after crews of friends and fans 
finished assembling it. In less than six 
months, it has upended San Francisco’s 
nightlife, through regular parties like 
Mother, Polyglamorous, and Red Hot 
Burlesque; Drollinger’s bawdy original 
musicals (Shit and Champagne, and its 
forthcoming sequel, Champagne White 
and the Temple of Poon); and line-for-line 
drag queen re-enactments of classic TV 
shows like Sex and the City and The Facts 
of Life. Oasis has created a home for 
local talent as well as a landing spot for 
out-of-town acts that might otherwise 
never come to San Francisco. 

This is particularly notable because, 
in spite of being a boomtown in nearly 
every other way, S.F. has been hemor- 
rhaging LGBT spaces. In the last year, 
the Mission lost two of its three gay 
bars (Esta Noche and the Lexington 
Club) while the third (Truck) has an- 
nounced its impending demise. The 
city is also losing performance venues 
— gay, straight, or otherwise. Marle- 
na’s is gone. Café du Nord has been on 
hiatus. Yoshi's, 222 Hyde, the Red Devil 
Lounge, and others have all disappeared 
in the last couple of years. 

Against this wave, the only other 
success stories of Oasis’ ilk would be the 
near-miraculous 2013 resurrection of 
the Eagle and the emergence of Hi Tops, 
which also opened in 2013, in the Cas- 
tro. But the Eagle is a sui generis leather 
bar, and Hi Tops has a kitchen that 
churns out solidly excellent pub fare, 
making itananomalyamong »>>p12

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sports bars even before considering that 
it’s a gay sports bar. So Oasis is, even by 
San Francisco standards, unique. And 
for all its hipness and the avant-garde 
performances and the crowds that it 
draws, it could be said to be way off- 
trend. Oasis didn’t merely buck the 
trend of atrophying nightlife, but tore 
off its wig, ripped off all 10 of its fake 
nails, and told that trend to get the hell 
off its stage. 


The weeks leading up to Oasis’ New 
Year’s Eve opening weren't entirely auspi- 
cious, however. At the T-minus 10 days 
stage, Heklina and Drollinger — along 
with their partners, Geoff Benjamin and 
Jason Beebout — realized they were in 
way over their heads. 

“The architect was saying, ‘No way, 
not going to happen for at least another 
month,” Drollinger said. “And we'd sold 
out for New Year’s! It was that moment 
when we had to go to friends in higher 
places for help.” 

“We had upholsterers standing there 
with sewing machines in the lounge 
putting together the booths at 7 p.m. 
on the day we opened,” Beebout said. 
At one point, they were reduced to 
pantomiming the act of getting up to 
code in order to satisfy the minders, but 
everything that needed to get done got 
done, and Oasis rang in 2015 like a glit- 
ter cannon that exploded at the speed 
of sound. 

The space had been a gay club in the 
90s, and later became a Latino club 
called Caliente, but lay moribund for 
about five years before the current own- 
ership. Drollinger had been to the old 
Oasis, and Heklina had even hosted a 
night there when there was a Plexiglass 
floor over a swimming pool and a re- 
tractable roof. After 20 years at the top 
of the city’s nightlife, she’s a command- 
ing presence, and her booming laugh 
carries onstage as much as in a booth. 
Drollinger, whose background is in the- 
ater, is a bit more sugary and measured 
in her remarks, and the two of them 
frequently finish each other’s sentences. 
The other two partners — Benjamin, 
who is gay but not a drag queen, and 
Beebout, who is straight — may be less 
visible to the casual patron but are no 
less vital to the club’s operation. And 
it’s hard work. When Heklina plays the 
theme to The Muppet Show in the run- 
up to Mother, it’s pure self-deprecation. 

While all four principals have solid 
experience in nightlife and entertain- 
ment, none had owned a club, and 
they were outbid several times before 
landing a space. There have been a few 
mishaps during the many 17-hour days 
spent learning aspects of club manage- 
ment on the fly, such as the realization 
that more than just the dressing room 
would need air conditioning. 

“That was the one element we over- 
looked,” Heklina said, with deliberate 
understatement, then grabbed my 
recording device. “This has all been a 
nightmare, the biggest mistake of my 
life,” she laughed, glaring at me. “Don’t 
put that in there!” 
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“It was January,” added Beebout, re- 
ferring to the AC omission. He goes on 
to compare Oasis to the cult sci-fi film 
Dark City, where every time you enter, 
the place has morphed almost unrecog- 
nizably into something else: One night 
it’s a cabaret, another night it’s set up 
for a punk show. 

Overall, most errors have been pro- 
saic — Beebout recalls his impression 
of opening night’s aftermath as, “That’s 
a lot of trash, what are we going to do 
with it?” — although a bar that runs 
out of ice and a patron who trips on the 
steps are only prosaic if you're not the 
one clamoring for a vodka soda or fall- 
ing on your ass in a club. 

The hours spent booking and or- 
ganizing shows inevitably lead toa 
hole in the calendar, here and there. 
Although tight-lipped and polite about 
nights that have been underwhelming, 
Heklina does admit that, “Mondays and 
Tuesdays have been challenging.” 

“There was one night that we 
thought was going to be successful and 
it was a complete turkey. It was so un- 
derground that nobody heard of it,” she 
said. When pressed, she would only say, 
“Feline ... connotation.” 

But for all the minor and easily cor- 
rected sins of omission, they lavished 
a lot of attention on certain elements, 
namely the dressing room. 

“Some of the burlesque girls started 
crying when they saw it,” Drollinger 
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said. “Because they actually got a mir- 
ror and a place to sit and a bathroom 
they didn’t have to walk through the 
audience to. People who are used to 
performing, you're getting ready ina 
bathroom stall, in an electrical closet. 
The drag queens are the same way. Here, 
they can go somewhere and have a 
space that’s built for them. Heklina and 
I were very conscious of that.” 

Designer David Marks, who oversaw 
the industrial-glam interior, agreed with 
this assessment: “It was very important 
for them to have a true dressing room.” 

The backstage toilette isn’t the 
only restroom of note. Front of house, 
there are also single-stall bathrooms, 
which patrons appear to appreciate a 
great deal. 

“We wanted something high-class, 
unisex, and handicap-accessible,” Ben- 
jamin said. “We’ve had a lot of people 
with wheelchairs compliment us.” 

With respect to ease of access for all, 
and to the sticky issue of gender expres- 
sion and bathrooms, it is a progressive 
policy. At the same time, irrespective of 
the venue, a casual restroom environ- 
ment invites shenanigans of all stripes. 

“It was not our intention,” Drollinger 
said, referring to the ease with which 
two or more people may enter any given 
stall simultaneously. 

“We do have security in there on 
occasion, just to make sure that the line 
moves,” Benjamin added. 
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But for Marks, the pissoir layout was 
almost central to the entire floor plan. 

“We had a lot of discussion about 
how to route customers into the 
restrooms,’ he said. “We did it on 
purpose, because they’re doing shows 
there. At intermission and after the 
show there’s always a big line. At previ- 
ous places, the line was always getting 
in the way of people having fun, so we 
really didn’t want it blocking the bar. 
We worked really hard to create this 
little maze, which enabled us to create 
the lounge area.” 

One approaches the stage through 
the Fez Room, a smaller space with a 
full bar that opens onto the main room, 
with its proscenium. The lounge, which 
uses red booths that were original (al- 
though located elsewhere in the build- 
ing), provides a bit of intimacy to one 
corner while restoring some glamour to 
what had been a derelict building. But 
to the extent that there are Moroccan 
accents, they’re quite subdued. In spite 
of the occasionally elaborate stagecraft, 
perhaps the best descriptor for Oasis’ 
overall décor might be under-the-top. 

“We didn’t want to feel only like a 
theater space,” Marks said. “Because 
when it’s a dance club, we wanted it to 
feel like a dance club. We did paneled 
walls all around that room that are 
made of vintage doors, with a tall wain- 
scot. When they set it up with tables 
and chairs to watch a show, you feel like 
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youre sitting in an actual room. But 
when it’s a nightclub, you’re just in a 
big space with light and music.” 

There is also a grand piano that lives 
in its own “piano garage” backstage. 
Like the dressing room, it too was a cru- 
cial component. 

Heklina and Drollinger’s directive, 
Marks said, was, ““‘We want to do the 
drag queen TV show re-enactments, 
because those are crowd-pleasers, but 
we also want to bring in headliners and 
have a true cabaret with a piano. They 
made it a priority, to entice performers 
to come.” 


Indeed, perhaps more important 
than assuaging the management’s wor- 
ries about where people can pee is the 
reception among San Francisco’s drag 
community. As a burgeoning scene, the 
drag world includes lots of newbies who 
might be intimidated by the more-estab- 
lished queens and the 45-degree angles 
of their Kabuki eyebrows, and Oasis 
seems to be winning plaudits from 
nearly everyone. 

Christopher White — who is mar- 
ried to Marks, the designer — has 
performed as his alter ego Crissy Field 
at Mother, pole-danced at Drollinger’s 
original show Shit and Champagne, and 
appeared at fundraisers. He believes that 
Oasis has quickly become indispensable. 

Oasis “feels very nurturing to new 
performers,’ White said. “It >>p14 
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just feels welcoming and supportive. 
Heklina, — and D‘Arcy in particular 

— have created a space where queer 
performers can experiment, try out 
new things, and feel like they’re part of 
a family.” 

Last month, White rode on the 
AIDS Lifecycle as part of Team Oasis 
and will be co-captain (along with Dina 
Isis) in 2016. At least five of the 10 
members — cyclists and roadies — are 
drag queens. 

“We want to be the drag team from 
San Francisco and represent the drag 
community on the AIDS Lifecycle,” 
White said. “We promoted the club in 
exchange for a place to do fundraisers. 
We did a drag grab bag where people 
pay $20 to grab as much donated drag 
as they could. It was very good for new 
drag queens.” 

Kim Burly, who performs regularly at 
Mother, said she “absolutely adores” Oa- 
sis. It “filled a void for a much-needed, 
fully equipped theater space in SOMA,” 
she said. “It is a delight to get to perform 
there as they have all the state-of-the- 
art equipment to fulfill any queen’s 
performance desires: lights, curtains, 
projectors, fog machines, and a pumping 
sound system. The audiences are great! 
Mother brings in old-school Tranny- 
shack-ers as well as the youngsters.” 

Sugah Betes, who played Heklina 
herself in Sue Casa’s Madonna number, 
has hosted nights at Mother. 

“T live in the Castro, so those clubs 
are easier for me to get to,” she said. 
“But this one has the better stage, so 
we make it out there. It’s one of the 
biggest stages we have in the city, and 
the dressing room is bigger and well-lit. 
Except if you're taller than 5 feet, the 
mirrors are hard to see into.” 

Tamale Ringwald is a cocktail wait- 
ress at Oasis. She bartends, too. On 
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top of that, she performs at Mother 
and played Natalie in Drollinger’s The 
Facts of Life: LIVE! re-enactment. In boy 
drag, he helped build out the roof deck 
and can be found some days covered in 
sawdust, building sets. But it’s the per- 
formances she loves the most. 

Referring to The Facts of Life — in 
which she was something of a breakout 
hit — she said, “This was the first time 
in a long time I'd done that, and I was 
very nervous. It was definitely ego food. 
I heard the term ‘scene-stealing’ every 
once in a while.” 

“This club was needed on so many 
levels in the city,’ Ringwald said. “I like 
hanging out here even when there’s 
nothing going on. The owners are just 
fun people to hang out with. Finally, a 
job where I feel like I’m with family. At 
least it happened before I was 50.” 

Ringwald has been commissioned to 
paint a mural in the back alley, decoup- 
aging vintage Trannyshack fliers over a 
cutout image of Tina Turner. 

“My biggest inspiration is the CBS 
Special logo, but I want to use very ’70s 
colors, like two-toned orange, two- 
toned pink, and brown. Vapor trails, is 
what I called it. I want to draw on the 
history of drag and queer spaces in the 
city, incorporating fliers from parties 
that used to be here” in the venue's pre- 
vious incarnations. 

And for all the moves towards 
$15 cocktails and steep covers, Oasis 
remains small-d democratic, with the 
door typically in the $7-$10 range. 

“They keep the covers affordable, 
they keep their drink prices affordable, 
Ringwald said. “And for Mother they 
let all drag queens get in free. Throw on 
some eyeshadow and you don’t have 
to pay!”

every night, co-owner Benjamin doesn’t 
consider Oasis a gay bar per se. 

“Talking about us as a gay bar is lim- 
iting,” he said. “As we were building it, I 
kept referring to it as a ‘gay culture bar, 
offering the best of gay culture.” 

If his word choice sounds just slight- 
ly disingenuous, it’s actually true. Oasis 
is not a gay bar, in the sense that it’s 
neither just gay nor just a bar. As its 
reputation has skyrocketed, Oasis now 
hosts some 10-14 events per week, 
from the Frameline Film Festival’s 
press conference in late May to Out in 
the Bay’s 10-year anniversary to the 
party for the AIDS Lifecycle team that 
Oasis sponsored. 

“Saying it’s a ‘community center’ 
sounds so sterile,” Drollinger said. “It’s 
a clubhouse.” 

It’s also a proper theater. Sex and the 
City: LIVE!, Drollinger’s slightly off-kil- 
ter, mostly line-by-line drag homage 
to the HBO show, capitalizes on this 
idea of Oasis as a gay culture bar. With 
“Carrie Cosmos” and a 70-30 female-to- 
male ratio, it’s more Marina than Pow- 
erhouse (a raunchy gay bar two blocks 
up Folsom). If you're in a bachelorette 
party — and there was at least one this 
past Saturday — looking to get rowdy, 
you can order a $160 bottle of Moet or 
a $200 bottle of Veuve. 

Still, Sex and the City: LIVE! feels 
nothing like minstrelsy or a time cap- 
sule dredged up for straight audiences, 
and everything like what gay culture 
in 2015 San Francisco is all about. 
Sprinkled with running gags about 
air-quotes, open solicitations for the 
audience to applaud, and jokes about 
how uptight Carrie Bradshaw is for a 
sex columnist, the show is undeniably 
winning. It’s as funny for die-hard fans 
who eat up dated zingers about Rudy 
Giuliani and Y2K as it is for people who 
just want to see Lady Bear playing Mi- 
randa Hobbes in a giant kitten >> p16 
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Midnight at the Oasis from p14 


T-shirt and losing an eyelash as she gets 
squirted with fake ejaculate. 

Drollinger writes original works, too. 
Her Shit & Champagne, a scatological 
parody of exploitation cinema and pae- 
an to plucky strippers everywhere, was 
the venue's first revival earlier this year. 
A sequel, Champagne White and the Tem- 
ple of Poon, will debut in July. 

These are a pillar of the venue’s pro- 
gramming, as are monthly dance parties 
such as the Radical Faerie-slash-Burner 
night Polyglamorous. But Oasis is and 
probably always will be a drag club at its 
heart. In a sense, it’s like a vast tract of 
water that appeared one spring in the 
flight path of migratory birds. It draws 
acts, some of them established, others 
experimental, that otherwise may not 
have stopped in San Francisco at all. 
Dina Martina, Lady Bunny, Varla Jean 
Merman, Jackie Beat, Justin Slayer of 
the International Sodomy Society, and 
Latrice Royale of RuPaul’s Drag Race 
have all performed at Oasis, as have 
queer, non-drag acts like NYC rapper 
Cazwell and Oakland’s Double Duchess. 
Oasis altered the very ecosystem. 


No club ever shut its doors because 
it ran low on ice, but venues have wheezed 
their last breath after a barrage of com- 
plaints from their neighbors, and here, 
Oasis is taking nothing for granted. Ben- 
jamin has given out his personal phone 
number to one neighbor in the event 
things get too loud. 

“Bass goes in all kinds of weird 
ways, so he'll send me a text and I'll 
turn it down and ask him if it worked,” 
Benjamin said. “This is going to sound 
stupid, but one of our contractors said, 
‘It’s really fun working with adults to 
open a nightclub and not some young 
kids with too much money. We've all 
been through it a bit, some of us are 
homeowners, and we know what it’s 
like to be on the other side. We want to 
be respectful.” 

Another neighbor has his own bottle 
of gin, labeled with his name on it. 

“He just turned 80,” Heklina said, 
“and he and his wife came by and I 
invited them to come for New Year's 
and put them on the list. I thought for 
certain they weren't [coming]. His wife 
was like, “‘We’re going to that dinner, 
honey.’ But they were here until 2 in the 
morning. She was like, ‘George, get a pic 
of me with this other drag queen!” 

Assuaging the neighbors’ concerns 
to stay in business is one thing, but Oa- 
sis almost didn’t open at all. If not for 
the intercession of Supervisor Jane Kim 
to resolve an arcane yet crucial zoning 
quirk whereby 24 square feet of Oasis 
was considered residential, the club 
could have been kept in limbo. 

“Heklina and her legacy were far too 
fabulous not to fight for,” said Kim, who 
passed the Western SoMa Plan in 2013 
with specific protections for entertain- 
ment and nightlife. Referring to the 
soon-to-be-implemented cultural her- 
itage district centered on 12th Street, 
she added, “Oasis belongs in the LGBT 
Social Heritage District in SoMa. The 
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community felt strongly about it. It’s a 
community hub and totally unique, and 
I’m so happy that we were able to leg- 
islate zoning changes that would keep 
Oasis rocking for a long time to come.” 

Having friends on the Entertain- 
ment Commission probably didn’t hurt, 
either. And Heklina’s unblemished 
history as a promoter got the SFPD to 
sign off. 

“Twenty years of putting on a wig 
and throwing events without incidents,” 
got her far, Heklina told me in Decem- 
ber, when I first wrote about the club. 

But of course, nothing would hap- 
pen without the landlord. Joe Carouba, 
who owns many of San Francisco’s adult 
venues (including the Gold Club, Hus- 
tler, and Penthouse), met Geoff Benja- 
min when the latter was scouting for a 
location, and unable to find a property. 

“I was very excited about what they 
wanted to create in San Francisco,” 
Carouba said. “So I said if I could finda 
building, they could lease it.” 

It’s not the most typical arrange- 
ment, but Carouba’s enthusiasm is 
genuine, such that he even brought his 
85-year-old mother to Shit & Champagne. 

“T just think some of the stuff Hek- 
lina had done in the past in the com- 
munity is really unique. It wasn’t your 
normal drag, three-songs-and-a-brunch 
on a Sunday and be done. And then | 
thought D’Arcy was really a creative tal- 
ent as well, and the shows she was put- 
ting on were really unique. I see them as 
an asset to the community.” 

I asked if these aren’t strange words 
for what should, in theory, be a strictly 
commercial transaction. 

Carouba didn’t disagree. “I’m a busi- 
nessman first, but some of the things I 
do contribute to the health and vitality 
of the city,” he said. “The nuts and bolts 
of the deal had to work, but we worked 
really hard. I thought it was important 
they had a home.” 

Carouba signed Oasis to a 20-year 
lease. 


As the Pride calendar ramps up, so 
too will Oasis’ programming. While Geoff 
Benjamin was unable to implement Ca- 
rouba’s suggestions about starting up 
something like the Gold Club — “He was 
asking me, ‘Can we do this for gays?’ and 
was like, ‘No, Joe, because gay men don’t 
pay that much for sex.” — they’re layer- 
ing in new shows and events all the time. 

The rooftop patio is already open, 
and Sundays are given over to “The 
Morning After: BBQ on the Roof.” 
Jill-of-all-trades Tamale Ringwald, she 
of the carpentry and the Facts of Life 
scenery chewing, stands behind the 
bar, garnishing her Bloody Marys with 
a bit of Slim Jim between two olives, 
as various queens move through the 
crowd, whispering double-entendres 
and pinching buns. 

As Sex and the City ends its run and 
before Champagne White and the Temple 
of Poon picks up, there will be the Oasis 
Follies, a weekly night of classic female 
impersonation starring Holotta Tymes, 
who made her name at the legendary 
North Beach drag club Finocchio’s. 
Heklina fretted about Mondays, but as 


of June 22, there is Hysteria (a comedy 
open mic for women and queers, hosted 
by Irene Tu and Jessica Sele), followed 
by Beat It, an ’80s dance party. In July, 
Man Francisco, an all-male revue that 
looks at 175 years of city history and 
features guys who've all worked as strip- 
pers or go-go boys, will roll out. And in 
October, in what will probably result in 
something like a citywide meltdown, 
Oasis will do an all-drag, original-series 
Star Trek, which hopefully involves pelt- 
ing the audience with Tribbles. 


You can stand on Oasis’ rooftop and, 
if you crane your neck properly, watch the 
wholesale transformation of SOMA un- 
fold in real time. The Mission is rightly the 
focal point for San Francisco’s existential 
crisis, but much of Folsom Street is nearly 
unrecognizable from its heyday. While 
those days of cheap rents sound almost 
enviable, much of the institutionalization 
of SOMA, LGBT culture — particularly

the Folsom Street Fair — was itself largely 
a response to gentrification. 

Once, there was a club in the spot 
that houses Oasis that was also called 
Oasis. At other points it was known as 
Dirty Sally’s, the Plunge, and Covered 
Wagon, and there was a sex club called 
the Drummer Key Club, where the price 
of admission was $1 and a six-pack — 
or so Heklina and D’Arcy Drollinger told 
me. Unlike cities in ancient Babylonia, 
there’s virtually no evidence of any 
of this (although the steps near the 
bar line up with what was originally a 
swimming pool), and it could all easily 
have vanished under poured concrete 
and rebar if not for the cosmic align- 
ment that brought everything together. 
Depending on who you ask, freaks and 
queens may be as much at the margins 
as ever, or they may never have been as 
central to San Francisco culture as they 
are now. But in Oasis they have a home, 
and a vanity to get ready at, and a pro- 
scenium to walk through, and crowds to 
adore them.

BIRD'S THE WORD 


Researchers recently discovered that 
baby songbirds learn language much as 
human babies do, by babbling in imita- 
tion of the adults around them. Like 
their parents, some grow up with re- 
gional dialects. A person with a discern- 
ing ear could stand outside the Point 
Reyes Bird Observatory and hear 
white-crowned sparrows to the left 
singing with a different accent than 
those to the right. For ornithologists 
and hobbyists, Cornell’s Macaulay Li- 
brary is the Rosetta Stone. The largest 
archive of bird sounds in the world — 
over 150,000 files are available online 
— started in 1929 with recordings by 
Arthur Allen and Peter Kellogg. For 34 
years, the remarkable Greg Budney has 
worked at the library, training scien- 
tists and volunteers to follow in their 
footsteps. In Hidden Lives of Birds: 
Their World of Sound, Budney 
shares his favorites samples from the 
archive and explores what the birds 

are saying.

MAPFUMO FROM 
A T0 ZIMBABWE 


Banning Eyre is a longtime friend of mu- 
sician Thomas Mapfumo, one of the 
greatest singers and composers to come 
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out of Zimbabwe. He recently released a 
book called Lion Songs: Thomas 
Mapfumo and the Music That 
Made Zimbabwe, which chronicles 
much of the musician’s trials and tribu- 
lations dealing with the government. 
Mapfumo, who has lived in the U.S. 
since his self-imposed exile from Zimba- 
bwe in 2000, championed the working 
class and single-handedly created a sub- 
genre of music called chimurenga, also 
known as struggle music. If you’ve never 
heard Mapfumo on record, check out 
any of his hard-to-find catalog, starting 
with the fabulous Shumba released in 
1990 on the now-defunct Earthworks 
label. Eyre is an amazing writer and his- 
torian in his own right who is worth see- 
ing. Eyre will discuss the book and play 
songs for all who care to listen.

Anna Halprin broke dance wide open. She insisted that everyone’s a dancer, it 
can be done in an alley or in a field, it doesn’t have to be beautiful, it doesn’t re- 
quire permission, it might change the world. Since founding San Francisco

12 Angry Meters 


“28 Chinese,” at the Asian Art Museum, looks closely at the antiauthoritarian art 
of Zhang Huan, Ai Weiwei, and others.

As Zhang Huan sat in one of 
Beijing’s most vile public toilets, flies 
landed everywhere on his naked body: in 
his nose, on his scrotum, over his eyes and 
lips. It’s what Zhang wanted. He'd smeared 
his flesh with honey and fish juice to at- 
tract the insects, and he sat still on the toi- 
let seat for an hour as cameras recorded 
one of China’s most audacious public art 
performances. Made in 1994, 12 Square 
Meters was a biting commentary on Chi- 
na’s social conditions, and it remains both 
shocking and deeply informative. “28 Chi- 
nese, the Asian Art Museum’s rousing 
new exhibit of 28 artists’ work from 
China, features a large photograph of 
Zhang’s feat, in which we see the artist ina 
monk-like state of sweat and concentra- 
tion. Zhang is Lord of the Flies, and we get 
a front-row seat at his coronation and the 
start of China’s art-world ascension. 

“28 Chinese” provides an eye-open- 
ing overview of China’s contemporary 
art scene of the past two decades. 

If Zhang and Ai Weiwei, who's also 
included in “28 Chinese,” are China’s 
international art celebrities — artists in 
their 50s who are known across time 
zones and beyond the art world — then 
Liu Chuang and He Xiangyu belong to 
China’s new generation of social critics. 
They are artists in their 30s who use sat- 
ire, absurdity, and a bit of in-your-face 
outlandishness to characterize modern 
China and its complicated embrace of 
communism, capitalism, and commer- 
cialism. Another c-word comes to mind 
when plowing through “28 Chinese”: 
contradiction. China is a nation of con- 
tradictions, and art offers a way to ex- 
pose them through the veneer of paint, 
sculpture, collage, photography, video, 
and, yes, performance. 


Take Liu’s Buying Everything on You 
series, in which he approached job-seek- 
ers on the streets of Shenzhen, a city of 
10 million people near Hong Kong, and 
asked them to give him all their cloth- 
ing and personal belongings, including 
licenses and photos. Liu would pay the 
strangers, he told them. In Mandarin, 
many undoubtedly told Liu “7S2” (“no 
thanks”) or worse. But enough said “{J” 
(“yes”) that Liu got what he wanted: an 
art exhibit of personal effects that be- 
comes a kind of mummification of low- 
er- and middle-class Chinese lives. Laid 
out on long white platforms, the assem- 
bled items — pants, underwear, makeup, 
toothpaste, cigarettes, dog photos, IDs, 
and banknotes — lets us examine the pri- 
vate lives of Chinese strangers. Thanks 
to Liu, the art of anonymity memorably 
emerges from the teeming streets of 
Shenzhen. 

Among the other riches in “28 Chi- 
nese”: He Xiangyu’s Cola Project, for 
which he hired a phalanx of workers 
to boil 127 tons of soda in a makeshift 
factory on the border of China and North 
Korea. The yearlong cookoff produced 
more than 10,000 gallons of residuum 
— dark remains that resemble tar or 
concentrated soot. “28 Chinese” gives us 
the full arc of He’s project - a large soot 
sample, piled up behind metal and glass; 
10 rows of plastic Coke bottles, lined up 
in a way that Andy Warhol would have 
liked; photos of the steamy factory work; 
and He’s sketches that articulate, step 
by step, how he repurposed a sugary, 
diet-killing American import with annual 


Chinese sales in the hundreds of millions. 


Chinese authorities investigated He’s 
factory during his experiment - an intru- 
sion that put He face-to-face with China’s 
authoritarian rulers, whom he indirectly 
criticizes in another of his “28 Chinese” 


art works: The Death of Marat, an eerie 
and realistic sculpture of Ai Weiwei that 
has Ai facedown on the ground, wearing 
a suit favored by members of the Nation- 
al People’s Congress that rubber-stamped 
China’s crackdown on Ai’s movements. 
Ai is still alive and working but he 
can’t leave China, which is no obstacle for 
the art collectors Mera and Donald Ru- 
bell, whose works comprise the entirety 
of “28 Chinese.” Acquisitions for their 
acclaimed museum, Miami’s Rubell Fam- 
ily Collection, have led them on scores of 
trips to China in the past 14 years. (They 
know Ai, He, Zhang, Liu, and the 24 oth- 
er artists featured at the Asian Art Mu- 
seum.) The Rubells’ gravitation toward 
modern Chinese art bookends their early 
years as collectors, when they befriended 
Keith Haring in New York. Haring’s auda- 
cious work, for which he’d risk arrest and 
injury in the city’s subways and streets, 
has parallels to much of the art in “28 
Chinese,” especially that of Zhang, who 
worked in New York for eight years be- 
fore moving to Shanghai in late 2005. 

Zhang, who is 50, tells SF Weekly 
that his art isn’t rooted in geography 
— that he doesn’t consider his art to be 
“Chinese art.” “They are neither global, 
nor Chinese. They are mine,” Zhang says 
in an email interview. 

Zhang’s time in New York, though, 
made him appreciate China’s culture in 
a way that he never imagined. “To live 
in New York was a dream when I was 
young, he says. “I spent eight years 
living in the other part of the earth, and 
traveled to many countries during that 
period. It was for the distance from my 
native land that I could realize myself, 
my tradition and the most essential 
treasure of my ancestors more clearly. 
To me, New York no longer maintained 
its sense of mystery, charms, and vitali- 





ty — while things in China were on the 
contrary at that time.” 

When Zhang moved back to China, 
he instantly “found new inspiration and 
media for creation,” he says. “I cherished 
the incense ash burnt in temples in 
Shanghai and the surrounding areas, 
and the old wooden windows and doors 
of the old buildings in outskirts of the 
city. The characteristic tradition of Chi- 
na and the desires in the modernists 
became the source of my art creation.” 

Zhang’s recent artwork includes 
workers who strip naked and enter a 
large Beijing pond. These photos beg 
art-goers to stare and study them and 
ponder the images’ subtexts. It’s 12 
Square Meters that is Zhang’s defining 
early performance. During the piece, 

a man wandered in on Zhang and, 
stupefied, called the police. Asked if he 
expected Chinese authorities to crack 
down on his work because it was partly 
an indictment of conditions in Beijing, 
Zhang deflects, saying 12 Square Meters 
reflected his standard of living. The 
work, he says, ultimately represents 
“survival.” 

“My inspiration,’ Zhang says, “is from 
the most trivial things in daily life, such 
as eating, sleeping, working, and those 
which are always ignored in our ordinary 
life. | always discover and experience the

nature of human from such things. What 
I want to experience in my artworks are 
survival, the physical body, and the truth. 
The work reflected my spiritual, physical 
and living conditions at that time.” 

“T realized,” Zhang adds, “that the 
body was the most direct way to contact 
society as well as prove one’s personal 
identity.” 

Other artists in “28 Chinese” use nu- 
dity to make higher points about society. 
Those points can easily be interpreted as 
finger-pointing at China alone, but there 
is a universality in the art that’s spread 
out on three floors of the Asian Art 
Museum. In American popular culture, 
it’s China’s cheap goods that everyone 
knows. If more people knew about the 
art that anchors “28 Chinese,” they would 
know that China is also exporting some 
of the world’s most enthralling modern 
art — everything from touching abstract 
paintings to works like 12 Square Meters 
that stop you in your tracks and make 
you say, [hat can’t be what I think it is.”

The barbed wire that skirts the 
top of this street art sends a strong mes- 
sage to passers-by: Stay out. The art itself 
sends a different message: Stay strong 
amid trying circumstances. A boy in 
shorts and red shoes dangles from a bal- 
loon line that’s flying over a large room. 
He’s barely hanging on, hovering over a 
space with an overturned piano that’s 
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cracked at its core. On the far right is a 
skeletal ghost with colorful, feather-ish 
loops for a head. The scene is tense, strik- 
ing, and surreal — as if drawn decades 
ago by Alfred Hitchcock during a visit to 
San Francisco. 

Artists Krystal Lauk and Ryan 
Stubbs (who goes by the name Duser) 
drew the scene in late 2011, and it 
captures “urban decay and renewal,” 
Lauk says. 

The boy, she says, represents “hope,” 
even though he seems to have an an- 
guished look on his face. While the only 
quoted word on the art is “dekay,” and 
the objects in view — including an old 
mattress and an old can — suggest the 


inside of a tenement, Lauk says that 
she and Stubbs “really wanted it to be 
open to reinterpretation.” 

A nightclub and gallery space next 
to 1112 Howard invited Lauk and 
Stubbs to do the work. That space, 
symbolic of the changing life cycle that 
Lauk and Stubbs depict, has since dis- 
appeared. An independent illustrator 
and designer, Lauk lived in the Haight 
at the time the artwork was made. Now 
she lives a few blocks from it, in the 
middle of a block that gets much more 
auto traffic than foot traffic. Still, “Peo- 
ple discover it all the time,” Lauk says, 
adding, “I never expected when I creat- 
ed it that I'd see it all the time, too.” JC

As he’s 
also the writer, director, and co-star of 
the upcoming comedy-horror-romance 
film Creep, Brice was on hand to answer 
questions after a screening for the San 
Francisco International Film Festival.

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years. The duo met and lived together in 
San Francisco and I met him on the set 
of the horror film Pig Hunt. 


SF Weekly: What sort of relation- 
ship issues does The Overnight explore? 

Patrick Brice: I finished the script 
a few months before I got married, 
and I was thinking about issues that 
young couples deal with - and espe- 
cially issues that are more extreme and 
worth making a movie about.

Michael Stabile’s documentary Seed 
Money: The Chuck Holmes Story is no less 
beefcake-happy than XXL, following 
Falcon Studios founder Holmes as he 
arrives in San Francisco in the 1970s 
and builds a prOn empire as well as the 
Human Rights Campaign (which is 
problematic in its own right, but that’s 
for another documentary). His philan- 
thropy results in his name being on the 
somehow-still-standing LGBT Center, 
even as the more conservative elements 
of the community tried to ignore the 
creamy provenance of his money. 

Then there’s the San Francisco pre- 
miere of the new Yes Men film, The Yes 
Men Are Revolting, which takes a closer 
look at the personal lives of the half-gay, 
prankster-activist duo Andy Bichlbaum 
and Mike Bonanno (the not-gay half). 
Where their previous film was called The 
Yes Men Fix the World, The Yes Men Are 
Revolting considers whether or not their 
work really is helping to change the 
world for the better. 

Meanwhile, I Am Divine director 
Jeffrey Schwarz returns with his latest 
documentary, Tab Hunter Confidential, 

a charming look at the most famously 
closeted 1950s screen hunk this side of 
Rock Hudson. Unlike Hudson, however, 
Hunter is still with us to tell his story, 
and to cautiously embrace being able 
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to not have to hide in the closet to pro- 
tect his career and his life. 

We San Franciscans love watching 
home movies of how we once were, 
and director Stu Maddox’s Reel in the 
Closet brings together not only amateur 
films of gay life from 1930s through 
the 1980s, but also television footage 
of high-profile 1970s events such as 
Anita Bryant’s anti-gay crusades and 
the White Night riots that followed the 
assassination of Harvey Milk. 

But this week’s highlight is not a 
documentary, but rather a narrative 
feature about a documentary: Stephen 
Winter’s Jason and Shirley, a fictitious 
found-footage account of the filming of 
Shirley Clarke’s landmark 1967 Portrait 
of Jason. 

If you've never seen Portrait of Jason, 
you should just on general principles: 

In New York’s iconic Chelsea Hotel, a 
bespectacled and aggressively jolly gay 
black man by the name of Jason Hol- 
liday talks for 105 minutes (whittled 
down from a 12-hour interview) about 
his life as a hustler and frustrated night- 
club performer, and spins many proba- 
bly-mostly-true anecdotes of hustling, 
police harassment, and gay bathhouses. 
He also becomes more emotionally raw 
and distraught as the evening progress- 
es, eventually revealing both tears and 
pains as the off-screen interviewers 
push him into lowering his defenses. 

Being a fictionalization, some liberties 
are taken in Jason and Shirley — the re- 
al-life shoot began at 9 p.m., as opposed 
to the early afternoon as seen here, and 
Clarke’s signature bowler hat is notice- 
ably replaced with a Scumbag Steve-style 
cap. You make your film with the budget 
and resources you have, which might 
explain why the cameraman couldn't look 
less like he’s in 1960s New York. 

But those tangible details are less 
important than Jack Waters’ phenome- 
nal performance as Jason, and the mov- 
ie often follows him into his fantasies 
and memories. Winters has stated that 
his first time seeing Portrait of Jason, it 
“left me with the angry, terrified, firm 
conviction to never, ever end up like 
Jason Holliday.” 

But Winter’s Jason and Shirley regards 
Holliday not as a tragic figure to be pit- 
ied and poked at with a stick as so many 
straight/white viewers of Portrait have 
over the years, but instead representing 
a certain kind of marginalization, and 
the life-force needed to overcome that 
marginalization — the sort which queer 
people still experience, particularly 
down on the nonwhite and/or BTQ end 
of the spectrum these days. 

As director Winter puts it, “I now 
love Jason because he tries. Whether 
you live or lose, it only matters that 
you try, and the struggle to exist is 
universal.” Sherilyn Connelly 


Inside Out 
Rated PG. Opens Friday, June 19. 
Say this for Disney-Pixar, it makes some 
pretty great entertainment out of process- 


ing formative experiences. Like many of us, 
11-year-old Riley (Kaitlyn Dias) sometimes 
is simply a vessel for the voices in her head: 
Joy (Amy Poehler), Sadness (Phyllis 
Smith), Fear (Bill Hader), Anger (Lewis 
Black), and Disgust (Mindy Kaling). To- 
gether they convert Riley’s emotional expe- 
riences into little color-coded memory balls 
(her “marbles,” if you will), whose organiza- 
tion supports the essential architecture of 
her personality. And with the upheaval of a 
parent-mandated move to San Francisco 
from rural Minnesota, her personality very 
vividly starts to crumble. A nimble ensem- 
ble piece, Inside Out exemplifies the plati- 
tudes of teamwork that seem baked into 
the famously by-committee studio that 
produced it. The film has a heap of writing 
and directing credits (with Pete Docter at 
the top), anda thorough conceptual elo- 
quence — surely the product of many elab- 
orate brainstorms and flowcharts. As its 
adventurous quest unfolds, any semblance 
of logic strain gets swept away by story mo- 
mentum and sincere emotional appeals 
(particularly in one noble gesture from an 
imaginary friend). Crucially, though, 
there’s also a wistful comprehension of 
what Riley’s coming of age really means: Of 
these blunt but affecting characterizations, 
Joy is the one with the richest arc, and the 
most to learn. Jonathan Kiefer 


The Nightmare 

Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie. 
Let’s face it: Our brains are jerks, and they 
can get even worse when we're asleep and 
can’t do anything about it. Rodney Ascher’s 
new documentary The Nightmare exam- 
ines a phenomenon knownas “sleep paral- 
ysis, in which the sleeper feels wide awake 
and cannot move, and is aware of a malevo- 
lent presence in the room — usually a 
shadowy, featureless figure — but is pow- 
erless to do anything about it. (Again, 
brains are jerks.) Ascher interviews several 
people afflicted by sleep paralysis, and they 
participate in re-creations of their specific 
night terrors. Both the re-creations and the 
interviews themselves are filmed for maxi- 
mum spookiness, though Ascher never 
shies away from the staged nature of it all: 
The same bedroom set is reused, and we 
occasionally see behind the scenes of the 
production. The most obvious reference is 
Ascher’s previous film Room 237, featuring 
people with inexplicable experiences or re- 
actions to situations telling their stories 
without judgment, but a more direct an- 
tecedent may be his short film “The S From 
Hell,” about the terror the Screen Gems 
production company logo caused in a gen- 
eration of children. (Go watch the short 
right now if you haven't seen it.) The Night- 
mare suggests that sleep paralysis is like the 
Screen Gems logo invading your uncon- 
scious mind, and that’s a truly nightmarish 


thought. SC 


The Wolfpack 
Rated R. Opens Friday, June 19, at 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
It’s not hard to imagine growing up with 
many siblings on the Lower East Side of 
Manhattan as a rare privilege, anda rich 
foundation for worldliness. But for the six 
Angulo brothers, now in their teens and 
early 20s, it has been something else. Their 
parents, formerly an antiestablishment

Hare Krishna from Peru anda Midwestern 
hippie farm girl, home-schooled the boys 
and forbade them from leaving an increas- 
ingly cramped apartment. By their own ac- 
counts, they’ve gone outside somewhere 
between zero and nine times a year. One of 
those times, they caught the eye of director 
Crystal Moselle, who gently made them the 
subject of her feature documentary debut. 
Handily for cinematic purposes, the boys 
have devoted a lot of time to transcribing 
their favorite movies, line by line, then us- 
ing these ad-hoc scripts for home-video 
versions of their own re-enactments, with 
impressive costumes and props. So The 
Wolfpack becomes a loose laboratory study 


of the nature of escapism, raising if not an- 
swering such context-dependent questions 
as whether an obsession with Reservoir 
Dogs is healthy for kids. As if to air out any 
whiff of freakshow exploitation, Moselle 
tends to observe and not to impose. She’s 
touchingly receptive to the boys’ stories, 
and evidently aware that in her presenta- 
tion they can become indistinguishable, 
but falls a little short on the journalistic 
rigor that could make these choices more 
meaningful. As her title suggests, a collec- 
tive (and reductive) mentality prevails. But 
then, human civilization being what it is 
nowadays, coming of age can bea crucible 
for all of us. JK

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WINNER, WINNER, CHICKEN DINNER

Earlier this month, along with 
four other food writers, I judged Feastly’s 
Fried Chicken Showdown in the Mission. It 
took a little longer than expected because 
there was an issue with the fryer, but it was 
a wonderful experience and I was genuinely 
honored to have been asked. (Such things 
havea real “See, Mom?” quality.) After lots 
of wine and chitchat — and my proudly 
primping my name placard as if I were a del- 
egate to the U.N. — the panel and the 
crowd agreed on the winners: Cayce Terrill 
Wilson and Ryan Ochsner of pop-up sup- 
per Break & Gather. Their Nashville hot 
chicken, made with Mary’s organic chick- 
ens and organic pickles, had exactly the 
right crunch and spice, and the biscuit cut 
the heat without leaving you with a mouth- 
ful of dough. Let's hope for a brick-and- 
mortar from them soon. 

Nashville hot chicken is a bit hard 
to find outside of Middle Tennessee — 
although you can find it at Hard Water 
— but such regionalism is what makes 
fried chicken special. As a category, it’s 
closer to a kingdom than a genus. Most 
are best when sauce-less, but Korean 
fried chicken really slathers it on. (It’s 
sublime with low-ABV beer and a bowl 
of pickled daikon, too.) All things being 
equal, I prefer meats bone-in, but the 
boneless KFC at mom-and-pop hole-in- 
the-wall ARIA Korean-American Snack 
Bar (932 Larkin) remains the best I’ve 
ever tasted, and at $13.99 for 16 pieces, 
it’s also an insane value. 

Leaving the phylum of Korean fried 
chicken for a bit, there have been new 
developments in proper Southern fare: 
Rusty’s Southern (750 Ellis) and Butter- 
milk Southern Kitchen (2848 23rd St.). 

I sampled both in the last week, along 
with two others for comparison, to see 
how they stacked up in San Francisco's 
ever-growing fried chicken universe. 

Rusty’s fried chicken sandwich (a 
sweet tea-brined thigh on pain de mie, 
$12) is perfectly fried, and in spite of an 
onslaught of sauce, maintains its struc- 
tural integrity until the end. A ramekin of 
baked beans telegraphs to diners that this 
is a genuine Southern meal, and the two 
sauces at the table (North Carolina vin- 
egar, and South Carolina mustard) keep 
everything oriented. My only grievance 
would be that if you're going to bother 
advertising the “house pickle,” it should 
be an actual pickle and not a translucent 
chip on a pick. For dinner, there’s a fried 
chicken plate with braised collards and 
okra perlou for $19. Odds are, Rusty will 
bring it out to you, all smiles. 

At the southeastern corner of the 
Mission, the affordable and charming 
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Buttermilk Southern Kitchen has much 
to recommend aesthetically. It’s lined 
with mason jars of pickles, and the map 
on the wall is an outline of the South 
minus Texas and Florida. (That took mea 
minute.) Unfortunately, the fried chicken 
was grievously undercooked, to where the 
texture was unpleasantly gluey. There’s 
really no way to recover from that — even 
if, without asking, we were brought bot- 
tles of Tapatio, Tabasco, and Cristal. (Nice 
touch, there.) Still, at $16 for three pieces 
plus two sides, it’s a steal, and while the 
biscuit had too much soda for me, the 
spring vegetables were stunning. A mix 
of asparagus, Brussels sprouts, and chick 
pea leaves, it was not merely the only 
nutrition I ate in a week but possibly the 
best-tasting dish. Smoke-and-vinegar 
may well be the greatest flavor combina- 
tion, and these greens would not be out

of place at Aster. Clearly, there is hope. 
On the recommendation of a friend 
who's a New Orleans native and gen- 
erally dismissive of California’s fried 
chicken, I went to the Gas & Shop at the 
corner of 17th Street and South Van 
Ness for what turned out to be a Krispy 
Krunchy Chicken franchise. It’s not what 
I would call a hidden gem, like ARIA; to 
the extent that there is anything creepy 
left in the Mission at all, this might be 
it. However, in spite of sitting on hot 
rollers under heat lamps all day, the fried 
chicken (two pieces of dark meat plus 
potato wedges for $3.99) was pretty 
decent. Operating on the assumption 
that anything that reflexively evokes 
your childhood can't be all that bad, it 
reminded me of Roy Rogers (a reference 
that admittedly might leave people who 
grew up west of Pittsburgh scratching

their heads). Had I gotten there as it 
came out of the fryer, it might have been 
outright good, not just gas station good. 

With apologies to close runner-up, 
the Front Porch, and to Brenda’s and 
Farmerbrown, the gold standard remains 
Tuesdays at Miss Ollie’s (901 Washing- 
ton St., Oakland). The three pieces of 
fried chicken, with greens, a fried plan- 
tain and bitter “pikliz” are only $17.50, 
and they’re absolutely supreme. There’s a 
shrine to Miss Ollie on one side, and her 
stern visage peers down from a framed 
photo on a pink wall, as if to make sure 
her successors are continuing to take 
pains with rice oil, halal meat, and the 
act of inserting seasonings under the 
skin. This is fork-and-knife food, too 
hot to eat with the fingers, and one bite 
reveals all: The fibrous chicken retains its 
heft without drying out, and is made all 
the better with a dash of Carib Cane Vin- 
egar. Pair it with mauby, the intensely 
licorice-flavored beverage from Trinidad, 
if you can handle it. 

Of course, this doesn’t even begin 
to cover the breadth of fried chicken’s 
possibilities. None of what I ate was true 
soul food, nor did I try Chicken Mary- 
land, chicken katsu, or any blisteringly 
numbing Xian wings, so hopefully the 
run of new places keeps up and San 
Francisco gets even more varieties — if 
only because I'd love to rewrite this 
column in six months with entirely new 
entries. Thank God fretting about cho- 
lesterol is totally passé.

Kelly McVicker of McVicker 
Pickles and Gillian Fitzgerald of Virgil’s 
Sea Room have been teaching workshop 
classes for a couple of years now, and for 
their Bloody Mary class, they've been 
tinkering with a mix for a long time. 
“We've come up with something that’s re- 
ally accessible,” Fitzgerald told SF Weekly. 
“It’s not too spicy, and it’s not too briny.” 
But they'd never bottled it until the 
Plumpjack Group, which already carried 
McVicker Pickles, ordered 50 jars for its 
cocktail club. Then McVicker unloaded 
“20 or 30 jars” at the Maker Faire in 
San Mateo “halfway through the event.” 
Suddenly, Proud Mary was born. 


“It’s a premium price,” McVicker said. 


“It retails between $14-$15, because 
we use fresh-pressed organic tomato 
juice” in every 32-ounce jar, along with 
McVicker’s Classic Garlic Dill pickle 
brine. “You get like six drinks out of it.” 

Aside from Bloody Marys, do they 
use it for anything else? 

“Micheladas,” Fitzgerald said. “I’ve 
made Bloody Marys with absinthe and 
I’m like, “These people are crazy. But I'll 
put absinthe in a spray bottle and spray 
a frosted pint glass. It’s super good 
without killing you. Otherwise, mostly 
just Bloody Marys, Bloody Marias — a 
Sunday hangover-type thing. Or not 
even a hangover, just a drink!” 

For the time being, Proud Mary 
is available only through PlumpJack

This is a lot of effort for 
what is likely to remain only a side proj- 
ect, as both women cheerfully admit. 
“We're both very busy,” Fitzgerald 
laughed.

The fun ensues as you toss together 
every component of Wanna-E’s breath- 
taking tea leaf salad ($10), something 
which servers typically handle at 
many Bay Area Burmese restaurants. 
Wanna-E’s truck boasts a sign warn- 
ing those with banal palates that this 
might not be the thing for you. It’s not 
viciously spicy or funky, but this tea 
leaf salad is bright, vibrant, and se- 
ductive. Toasted sesame seeds partner 
with pickled whole shoots imported 
directly from Burma for a one-two 
umami punch. Garlic-fried beans 
unleash their power, simultaneously 
blasting their presence in flavor and in 
nut-evoking crunch. Shrimp powder 
adds another layer of texture anda 
light fishy acidity (although this being 
San Francisco you can order a vegetar- 
ian alternative). A container of a squid 
sauce-based dressing ties everything 
together with its seafaring notes that 
are far more pleasant and less pungent 
than regular fish sauce. The cabbage is 
moist, a bright, snow-white hue, and 
looks happy and healthy. Alice Waters 
would approve. 

Pork plays a key part in Manda- 
lay dishes. The perfectly described 
“Not So Stinky Garlic Noodles” ($10) 
come served on the crisp side of al 
dente with shreds of pork. Garlic oil 
and garlic chips provide the herb’s 
trademark earthy undertones, anda 
red chili flake condiment — similar 
in burn to Sriracha — swoops in. The 
noodles have nothing in common, in- 
gredient-wise, with the tea leaf salad, 
but they share the same multifaceted 
flavor strategy. There is a lot going on 
here. None of it stinks. 

This is not San Francisco’s debut 
Burmese food truck, but none of the 
others have quite made a splash on the 
street food scene like Wanna-E, the 
result of four friends who came to San 
Francisco for education opportunities. 
It routinely hangs out at some of the 
normal food truck stops: street corners 
in SOMA and at SoMa StrEat Food. 

I found them at G Food Lounge on 
Second Street under the Bay Bridge on- 
ramp one Thursday lunch hour. 

Five starters and five mains make 
up the savory menu, along with a trio 
of appetizers, including a sticky rice 
coconut “snow drink” with tapioca 
pearls swapped for basil seeds. Fried 
pork wontons and square tofu fries, 
made from scratch, come ready to dip 
into a tamarind sauce so alluring it 
should be bottled. For another main 
aside from the garlic pork noodles and 
tea leaf salad, keep an eye on the veg- 
etarian rice noodles with curry sauce 
shiitakes with a bean soup borrowed 
from across the border in China’s trop- 
ical Yunnan province. 

Oh, and why is it the Wanna-E 
truck? It sounds like a Pixar film but 
they’re unrelated. The four founders 
came up with a mission statement 
about making food the public will want 
to eat — and with a little slang in- 
volved, put it together. And you'll wan- 
na eat this tea leaf salad frequently.

Remembering the Odeon 


I’m going to tell you a ghost 
story. It’s about a bar. 

About 13 years ago my friend Colin 
went to the Odeon. It was locked. He 
and his friends knocked on the door. 

Somebody answered. 

“What time do you open?” Colin 
asked. 

The man at the door thought about 
it. “We don’t open,” he finally said. 
“We just occur.” 

Colin considered this answer. 
“Well, can we come in anyway?” 

“Sure.” 

The Odeon closed 10 years ago. 

It was sold and replaced by a bar 
called The Knockout, which is still 
there today. 

Nevertheless, I swear to you, I 
was drinking at the Odeon just last 
weekend. 

Back when the Odeon was 
open, the guy checking your 
card at the door was un- 
derage. The drinks were 
watered down, but 
often free. And the 
Odeon, which oper- 
ated 2000-2005, was 
at the time the only 
bar booking circus, 
freak, and variety 
acts in the city. Its 
stage was the place 
where a whole scene 
got permission to 
fail in front of a live 
audience, repeatedly. 
On any given night 
you could see pancake 
jugglers, an all-homeless 
comedy revue, or musicians de- 
liberately trying to make their act so 
bad that it would convince the whole 
audience to leave — kind of a test 
of wills. 

Acts like that desperately need to 
practice in front of a live audience to 
hone their craft. The Odeon gave it to 
them, helping to shape the next gen- 
eration of weirdness in San Francisco. 

It was glorious, and usually a 
shitshow — or so I’m told. I was 
never there. I arrived in San Francisco 
shortly after the Odeon closed. 

But I got a second chance at the 
end of May, when the Odeon’s owner 
rented the Knockout and made it the 
Odeon again for one night only, ina 
celebration of the 10-year anniversary 
of its closing. 

I wasn’t the only one clamoring to 
get in that night: Former performers 
and staff from the Odeon crossed the 
country to be here. And they wanted 
to celebrate. 

The bar was packed, which is one 
crucial difference from the old days. 
Back then, Laughing Squid called the 
Odeon our community’s “clubhouse,” 
but it was rarely crowded. 
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This night, however, it seemed like 
everyone was there. They sang along 
to the music, laughed to the variety 
acts, got surprisingly quiet for the po- 
etry reading, and a number of people 
from the old guard walked up to me, 
put their arms over my shoulders, and 
said, “Hey, you remember when the 
Monsters of Ukulele played?” “Or the 
time Flash broke the bar?” 

I tried to tell them no, but they 
didn’t believe me. Iam around the 
scene so much these days that when 
they got a few drinks in them, the 
old-timers were inserting me into 
its history. 

If the Odeon is a ghost in our 
present, then I was a ghost in its 
past. I probably didn’t belong there 
then, and it doesn't really belong here 
now. Places like the Odeon are only 

possible in a forgiving environ- 
ment, where there are lots 
of second chances. That’s 
not San Francisco today 
— and while people are 
constantly trying to 
re-create that feel of 
a special clubhouse 
where anything can 
happen, it never 
works. The Odeon 
was proof of a con- 
cept that no one in 
21st-century San 
Francisco wants to 
admit: Past a certain 
point, money kills fun. 
The kids crashing a der- 
elict warehouse to set up a 
DIY open mic will always have 
more fun than the people paying 
$10,000 for an exclusive evening. 

If you go to 3223 Mission now, 
you ll find The Knockout, a bar that 
describes itself as “Good music, cheap 
booze, loose morals, tacos next door, 
mayhem inside,” which sounds 
exactly right. 

No, it’s not the Odeon. Nothing 
could be. But it is one thing the Ode- 
on never was: a functional bar. You 
get decent beer on tap for $5, cheap 
cans for $3, acceptably good cocktails 
at about $9, a gorgeous wooden bar in 
an otherwise shitty room, nothing’s 
watered down, it generally opens on 
time, and none of the musical acts are 
a complicated form of performance 
art designed to annoy you past the 
point of endurance.

San Francisco City Hall cele- 


brates its centennial with a free music fes- 
tival featuring two stages, dozens of 
notable San Francisco musicians, and an 
innovative LED projection on City Hall’s 
facade on Friday, June 19. 

A parade of San Francisco musicians, 
directed by singer-songwriter Chuck 
Prophet and emceed by famed music 
journalist and DJ Ben Fong-Torres, 
will perform “100 years of music” with 
backing from a full band, choir, classical 
string octet, and horn section. The line- 
up is a veritable who’s who of San Fran- 
cisco musicians, including everyone 
from Tim Bluhm of The Mother Hips to 
Sly Stone’s daughter, DJ Novena Car- 
mel, but one performer is not like the 
others: Jello Biafra. 

The Dead Kennedy’s frontman, who 
ran for mayor of San Francisco in 1979 
(and came in fourth with 3.79 percent 
of the vote) on a platform that included 
requiring businessmen to wear clown 
suits within city limits, and has been a 
poster child for antiauthority sentiment 
and rabble-rousing left-wing politics in 
San Francisco ever since, promises to 
bring the revolutionary spirit the City by 
the Bay has always fostered to City Hall’s 
100th birthday party. 

Biafra will perform “Let’s Lynch the 
Landlord,” a tune off the first Dead Ken- 
nedys EP, Fresh Fruit For Rotting Vegeta- 
bles (which features a picture of a burn- 
ing SFPD squad car on the cover), that is 
sure to ring true to San Franciscans who 
have seen their rent increase, neighbors 
evicted, and neighborhoods gentrified. 

“My hope for this festival, zillion-dol- 
lar light show or not, is that it’s a celebra- 
tion of the vibrant art and culture that 
makes San Francisco such a destination 
for other people. It’s a shame the rent 
has gotten so expensive that people don’t 
keep drifting in here from all over the 
country as teenagers, or a little older, 
all chasing a dream — that’s what I did. 
Many important bands who were based 
here moved here as a complete band, 
chasing a dream,” Biafra, who will be 
speaking as well as performing at the 
event, said. “You don’t see people do that 
now. They’re far more likely to try to 
leave their little hometown for Portland 
or L.A. — not even Oakland — because 
it costs so damn much. In other words, I

hope they get some actual culture instead 
of just seeing old Fillmore posters under 
glass for a thousand bucks that only a 
jerk with too much money can afford.” 

The festival is as diverse as its host 
city, offering performances by represen- 
tatives of various music communities. 
There’s Lavay Smith, known as “Queen 
of Classic Jazz and Blues,” hosting a 
jazz and blues stage that will showcase 
Fillmore District-styled improvisation, 
Roy Loney of The Flamin’ Groovies to 
represent the ’60s San Francisco sound, 
the San Francisco Symphony, the Opera, 
and so much more. 

The original City Hall crumbled in 
the 1906 earthquake and fires that killed 
3,000 people, destroyed 80 percent of 
San Francisco, and cost an estimated 
$500,000,000 in damages (in 1906 dol- 
lars), according to an essay by Glady Han- 
sen, one of the city’s foremost experts on 
the 1906 quake. From that rubble rose 
the City Hall we have today, which at the 
time was a symbol of hope and renewal 
for the flattened metropolis. 

“It’s a grand, majestic building not 
unlike what you would find in the Danube 
river in the great capitals of Europe, so 
it’s a symbol of many good things, but 
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because of the skullduggery that goes on 
behind closed doors it’s also a symbol of 
rampant corruption,” Biafra said. “People 
in San Francisco don’t usually think of 
the way the city is run in terms of Boston, 
Chicago, or some of the notoriously cor- 
rupt ones, but all you have to do is look 
at how the city bends over backwards for 
predatory companies like Uber, and is 
doing everything they can to grease the 
skids for predatory rent hikes and more 
and more yuppie kennels being put up in 
the Mission while the people who make 
the Mission what it is keep getting bull- 
dozed out. It really freaks me out when I 
hear about people in their ’80s and ’90s 
who have lived in their homes for decades 
being thrown out into the street just so 
some Airbnb or tech yuppies can move in, 
and that my friends, is corruption.” 

In true San Francisco style, there 
will be a “silent disco,” with sets by Hard 
French’s DJ Carnita and Triple Threat 
DJs’ DJ Apollo, and a roaming caravan 
of entertainers including everything 
from contortionists and sleight-of-hand 
magicians, to break dancers and sword 
swallowers. When the sun sets, there 
will also be a burlesque revue, which 
had Biafra joking.

“To properly reflect San Francisco’s 
history they should have people dressed 
as cops run around arresting the bur- 
lesque dancers like Feinstein was trying 
to do to the Mitchell brothers, then have 
someone dressed up as Warren Hinckle, 
or Hinckle himself start walking a basset 
hound through the square, then have the 
cops arrest him for having a dog without 
their permission. I mean he got taken 
down to jail for that simply because he 
had written articles in the Examiner crit- 
icizing Mayor Feinstein and her attacks 
on the Mitchell brothers,” Biafra said. 

The main event, a $2 million projec- 
tion system that will transform City Hall 
into a giant, living piece of public art for 
everyone to enjoy, had Biafra thinking 
about other ways politicians might want 
to rebrand “The People’s Palace.” 

“Since our baseball stadium is named 
after the phone company why not just 
rename City Hall Twitter hall and go 
from there?” Biafra said. “With the cur- 
rent regime, it’s coming folks.” 


City Hall’s centennial celebration 
starts at 6 p.m., Friday, June 19, at 
Civic Center Plaza.

Purity Ring 
Invents A 
Thrilling 
Performance

Purity Ring cares about you. 

At a time when many electronic 
artists seem content with bouncing up 
and down behind a laptop and letting 
that pass for a live set, the Canadian duo 
is pushing the envelope of its live expe- 
rience by crafting highly visual instru- 
ments that bring its music to life. 

“In an electronic act, it’s really diffi- 
cult to be interesting live and it’s really 
easy for a show to get dull. So we wanted 
to have a setup where the audience will 
feel a part of it. So it interacts with them 
and the music, and also represents the 
music. It’s like another way to express 
what we feel,” singer Megan James, 27, 
tells me over the phone from a tour stop 
in Montreal. 

On stage, producer Corin Roddick 
and his sampler are surrounded by a 
space age percussion-activated device, 
that consists of a number of 3D hexag- 
onal paper kite-lanterns, covering lights 
that activate different facets of sound. 
Roddick plays them like a drum set out 
of The Jetsons while programmed sounds 
and different colored lights are triggered 
by each strike. Meanwhile, James is 
always decadently dressed with tight 
pants hugging her torso, a matching top 
with high shoulders, and a future-chic 
hairstyle as she dances forcefully across 
the stage, which is draped with layered 
vines of lights. 
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It’s an engaging setup that Purity 
Ring will bring to the Fox Theater in 
Oakland June 19 and 20. James reflects 
further on the creation of these instru- 
ments: “In an artistic sense, we make 
the sounds and then we make the visual. 
That’s really exciting for me. The main 
goal is something that can be represent- 
ed directly with the music. So it turns 
into ‘inventing’ instruments that have a 
visual appeal.” 

The performances, part of a larger 
tour encompassing the U.S. and Canada, 
will be Purity Ring’s first full shows in 
the Bay Area since a stunning perfor- 
mance at The Independent in 2013 — 
and serve as a welcome pit stop for rea- 
sons musical and culinary. James says 
she’s heard the Fox is “one of the best 
venues in the country” and admits while 
the duo tours in support of its sopho- 
more LP another eternity, their minds are 
never far from a certain burrito shop in 
the Mission District: “El Farolito. Oh my 
God! We talk about that at least every 
other day, ‘cause we live in L.A. now so 
we wish there was an E] Farolito here. 
It’s worth a trip!” 

Purity Ring made the decision “con- 
fidently” to move to L.A. and become a 
full-time band while recording another 
eternity. Whereas for debut album 
Shrines, the duo made the album apart, 
with James living in Halifax and Rod- 
dick in Montreal. Even so, Shrines ush- 
ered in what soon became a prevalent 
style of indie electronic pop. It served as 
a benchmark for a slew of other bands 
with a collection of beautifully crafted 
pop songs that fused dark electronic 
vibes, complex lyric structures, and a 
sprinkle of hip-hop inspired bass & trap 
drums. But on another eternity, that hip- 
hop sprinkle became a flood, and the 
result was a more bombastic work that 
was much more than just pop. 

“A lot of people hear that it’s pro- 
duced clean and bright. They hear the 
production and they’re like ‘it’s pop 
music.’ But I don’t define pop music by 
it’s production, I definite it by a hook or 
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an arrangement. I think people might 
mislead themselves by just listening to 
the production and assume we're trying 
to do something that doesn’t really exist 
anymore... the production is rooted in 

a lot of hip-hop and trap and always has 
been since the beginning of Shrines,” 
James says of the group’s sound. 

A big stage production for a duo 
needs a big sound to go with it, and 
the development of Purity Ring on 
another eternity has relied on Roddick’s 
body-rattling production on tracks like 
“Flood On The Floor” and single “Begin 
Again.” But the constant for setting 
its dark and emotive atmospheres is 
James’ often anatomical lyrics. Lines 
like “Tmma smooth your shoulders out 
and calm what’s shook” on “Repetition,” 
and “Push my mind around, as if it’s 
warming up your hand/ As if it’s softer 
than the land, all soaked and supple” 
on “Stillness in Woe,” describe feelings 
that come from the innermost depths of 
the body. In an introspective moment, 
James tells me, “I think of the human 
body the way I think of the universe. 
Therefore, any emotions can fit into a 
metaphor that is represented by the 
human body. My writing process is sort 
of about seeking out those metaphors or 
representing my emotions via a body, or 
the nature, or the universe.” 

Shrines certainly created a bunch 
of copycats on Purity Ring’s tail, up 
and coming indie bands who would go 
around describing their sound as “kind 
of like Purity Ring.” But this hasn't 
fazed the creative process for James and 
Roddick. They’ve managed to continue 
their growth into new experimental 
realms of music, while filtering out 
anything that isn’t sparked by their own 
collective creativity. 

“We're making things that we want 
to have exist, that don’t have anything 
to do with media, other bands, or other 
sounds,” James says. “We go into writ- 
ing knowing that we're creating our own 
world and what we feel. We'll always 
make the art that we want to make.”

Are you human? Do you need to be loved, 
just like everybody else does?

It’s new to the 
scene, a couple of months old, and it’s a 
more-or-less-straight night at the most- 
ly-gay club OMG on Sixth Street, which has 
a small, sweaty, and intimate dancefloor 
that sits underneath a dome, which lends 
it a peculiarly regal feeling.

San Francisco’s Vetiver has quietly changed as much as its city has during its last decade worth of releases. With Andy Cabic 
still remaining its core figure, the band has wandered away from its earlier, more frayed-at-the-edges approach on this year’s 
Complete Strangers, which sees Vetiver now inhabiting a genteel zone of rich arrangements and assured ease. It’s as audible in 
Cabic’s voice as in the use of instrument choices like older drum machines and understated steel guitar, and more than once 
there’s the feel of underrated U.K. act Butterfly Child at play, with an exultance in performance and an electronic lushness 
quietly accentuating everything.
